AN ACT Relating to creating a new institution of higher education
in northern Snohom sh county; amending RCW 28A. 600. 300, 28B.10. 016,
28B.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. (1) The legislature finds that, over the
next decade, |arge nunbers of Washington students will graduate from
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hi gh school and seek access to higher education. Washington continues
to lag significantly behind other states in its production of students
W th baccal aureate degrees and graduate degrees.

(2) The Ilegislature also finds that a new public four-year
institution of higher education has not been created in the state of
Washi ngton since 1967. The three conprehensive institutions of higher
education were created in the | ate 1890s when the state normal schools
were established and no new conprehensive institution of higher
education has been created since then.

(3) The legislature further finds that northern Snohom sh county
and the surrounding region do not have reasonabl e access to a four-year
institution of higher education. The legislature further finds that
the creation of an additional four-year institution would conplenment
the existing structure and provi de additional options for students.

(4) The legislature intends to create a four-year baccal aureate
degree granting institution in north Snohom sh county.

NORTH SNOHOM SH STATE COLLECGE

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 101. North Snohom sh State College shall be in
north Snohom sh county.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 102. (1) The governance of North Snohom sh
State College shall be vested in a board of trustees consisting of
ei ght nenbers, one of whom shall be a student. The governor shall
sel ect the student nenber froma list of candidates, of at |east three
and not nore than five, submtted by the student body. They shall be
appoi nted by the governor with the consent of the senate and, except
for the student nenber, shall hold their offices for a term of six
years from the first day of October and until their successors are
appoi nted and qualifi ed. The student nmenber shall hold his or her
office for a termof one year fromthe first day of June and until his
or her successor is appointed and qualified. The student nenber shal
be a full-tinme student in good standing at the college at the time of
appoi ntnment. Except for the student nenber, initial nenbers shall be
appoi nted to staggered terns.
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(2) Five nenbers of the board constitute a quorum for the

transaction of business. |In case of a vacancy, or when an appoi nt nent
is made after the date of expiration of the term the governor shal
fill the vacancy for the remainder of the term of the trustee whose

of fi ce has becone vacant or expired.

(3) Except for the term of the student nenber, no nore than the
terms of two nenbers will expire sinultaneously on the |ast day of
Septenber in any one year.

(4) A student appointed under this section shall excuse hinself or
herself from participation or voting on nmatters relating to the hiring,
discipline, or tenure of faculty nenbers and personnel.

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 103. The board of North Snohom sh State Coll ege
trustees shall elect one of its nmenbers chairperson, and it shall elect
a secretary, who nay or nmay not be a nenber of the board. The board
may adopt bylaws for its governnent and for the governnment of the
school, which bylaws shall not be inconsistent wth law, and may
prescribe the duties of its officers, conmttees, and enpl oyees. A
majority of the board constitutes a quorumfor the transaction of all
busi ness.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 104. The board of North Snohom sh State Coll ege
trustees shall hold at |east two regular neetings each year, at such
tinmes as may be provided by the board. Special neetings shall be held
as may be deened necessary, whenever called by the chairperson or by a
majority of the board. Public notice of all neetings shall be given in
accordance wth chapter 42.32 RCW

NEW SECTION. Sec. 105. In addition to any other powers and duties
prescribed by law, the board of trustees of North Snohom sh State
Col | ege:

(1) Shall have full control of the state college and its property
of various kinds, except as otherw se provided by | aw,

(2) Shall enploy the president of the state college, the
president's assistants, nenbers of the faculty, and other enpl oyees of
the institution, who, except as otherw se provided by |aw, shall hold
their positions, until discharged therefromby the board for good and
| awf ul reason;
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(3) Wth the assistance of the faculty of the state college, shal
prescribe the course of study in the various schools and departnents
thereof and publish such catalogues thereof as the board deens
necessary, however the state board of education shall determ ne the
requi sites for and give program approval of all courses leading to
teacher certification by such board;

(4) Establish such divisions, schools, or departnents necessary to
carry out the purposes of the college and not otherw se proscribed by
I aw;

(5) Except as otherwi se provided by law, nay establish and erect
such new facilities as determ ned by the board to be necessary for the
col | ege;

(6) May acquire real and other property as provided in RCW
28B. 10. 020;

(7) Except as otherw se provided by |Iaw, may purchase all supplies
and purchase or |ease equi pnment and ot her personal property needed for
t he operation or mai ntenance of the coll ege;

(8 May establish, |ease, operate, equip, and naintain self-
supporting facilities in the manner provided in RCW 28B. 10. 300 t hr ough
28B. 10. 330;

(9) Except as otherwise provided by law, to enter into such
contracts as the trustees deemessential to coll ege purposes;

(10) May receive such gifts, grants, conveyances, devises, and
bequests of real or personal property from whatsoever source, as my be
made fromtinme to tinme, in trust or otherw se, whenever the terns and
conditions thereof will aid in carrying out the coll ege prograns; sell
| ease, or exchange, invest or expend the sane or the proceeds, rents,
profits, and inconme thereof except as limted by the terns and
conditions thereof; and adopt rules to govern the receipt and
expenditure of the proceeds, rents, profits, and incone thereof;

(11) Subject to the approval of the higher education coordinating
board pursuant to RCW 28B. 76. 230, offer new degree prograns, offer off-
canmpus prograns, participate in consortia or centers, contract for off-
canpus educational prograns, and purchase or |ease nmmjor off-canmpus
facilities;

(12) May adopt such rules, and performall other acts not forbidden
by law, as the board of trustees may in its discretion deem necessary
or appropriate to the adm nistration of the coll ege.
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 106. (1) Subject to the provisions of RCW
35.21.779, the board of trustees of North Snohom sh State Col | ege may:

(a) Contract for such fire protection services as may be necessary
for the protection and safety of the students, staff, and property of
the coll ege;

(b) By agreenent pursuant to the provisions of chapter 39.34 RCW
join together with other agencies or political subdivisions of the
state or federal governnent and otherw se share in the acconplishnent
of any of the purposes of (a) of this subsection.

(2) Neither the failure of the trustees to exercise any of its
powers under this section nor anything in this section detracts from
the |l awful and existing powers and duties of political subdivisions of
the state to provide the necessary fire protection equipnment and
services to persons and property within their jurisdiction.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 107. Each board of North Snohom sh State
Col | ege trustees shall appoint a treasurer who shall be the financial
officer of the board and who shall hold office during the pleasure of
the board. Each treasurer shall render a true and faithful account of
all noneys received and paid out by himor her, and shall give bond for
the faithful performance of the duties of office in such anount as the
trustees require. North Snohom sh State Col |l ege shall pay the fees for
any such bonds.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 108. The degree of bachelor of arts or the
degree of bachel or of science and/or the degree of bachelor of arts in
educati on nmay be granted to any student who has conpleted a four-year
course of study or the equivalent thereof at North Snohom sh State
Col | ege.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 109. 1In addition to all other powers and duties
given to it by law, the board of trustees of North Snohom sh State
Col l ege is hereby authorized to grant any degree through the naster's
degree to any student who has conpleted a program of study and/or
research in those areas that are determ ned by the faculty and board of
trustees of the college to be appropriate for the granting of such
degr ee. Any degree authorized under this section is subject to the
revi ew and approval of the higher education coordinating board.

The board of trustees, upon recommendation of the faculty, may al so
confer honorary bachelor's or master's degrees upon persons other than
graduates of the institution, in recognition of their |earning or
devotion to education, literature, art, or science. No degree may be
conferred in consideration of the paynent of noney or the donation of
any kind of property.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 110. Every diplom issued by North Snohom sh
State College shall be signed by the chairperson of the board of
trustees and by the president of the college, and sealed with the
appropriate seal. In addition, teaching certificates shall be
countersigned by the state superintendent of public instruction. Every
certificate shall specifically state what course of study the hol der
has conpl eted and for what length of time such certificate is valid in
the schools of the state.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 111. A nodel school or schools or training
departnents may be provided for North Snohom sh State Coll ege, in which
students, before graduation, may have actual practice in teaching or
courses relative thereto under the supervision and observation of
critic teachers. Al'l schools or departnents involved shall organize
and direct their work being cognizant of public school needs.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 112. The board of trustees of North Snohom sh
State College, if having a nodel school or training departnent as
aut hori zed by section 111 of this act, shall, on or before the first
Monday of Septenber of each year, file with the board of the schoo
district or districts in which such North Snohom sh State College is
situated, a certified statenent showi ng an estimate of the nunber of
public school pupils who will be required to make up such nodel school
and specifying the nunber required for each grade for which training
for students is required.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 113. It is the duty of the board of the school
district or districts with which a statenent under section 112 of this
act has been filed, to apportion for attendance to the nodel school or
training departnent, a sufficient nunber of pupils from the public
school s under the supervision of the board as will furnish to North
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Snohom sh State College the nunber of pupils required in order to
mai ntain such facility. The president of North Snohom sh State Coll ege
may refuse to accept any such pupil as in his or her judgnment would
tend to reduce the efficiency of the nodel school or training
depart nent.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 114. Annually, on or before the date for
reporting the school attendance of the school district in which the
nodel school or training departnent is situated, for the purpose of
taxation for the support of the common schools, the board of trustees
of North Snohom sh State Coll ege, since having supervision over the
school, shall file with the board of the school district or districts
in which the nodel school or training departnent is situated, a report
show ng t he nunber of common school pupils at each such nodel school or
training departnent during the school year |ast passed, and the period
of their attendance, in the sane formthat reports of public schools
are made. Any superintendent of the school district so affected shall,
in reporting the attendance in the school district, segregate the
attendance at the nodel school or training departnent from the
attendance in the other schools of said district. Attendance shall be
credited, if credit is given therefor, to the school district in which
t he pupil resides.

NEW SECTI ON. Sec. 115. Any student nay be suspended or expelled
from North Snohom sh State College who is found to be guilty of an
infraction of the rules of the institution.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 116. The president of North Snohom sh State
Col | ege has general supervision of the college and nust see that all
laws and rules of the board of trustees are observed.

NEW SECTION.  Sec. 117. North Snohomi sh State College is entitled
to receive and share in all the benefits and donati ons made and gi ven
to simlar institutions by the enabling act or other federal lawto the
sane extent as other state colleges are entitled to receive and share
in such benefits and donati ons.

RCW 28A.600.300 and 2002 ¢ 80 s 1 are each amended to
read as foll ows:

For the purposes of RCW 28A 600.310 through 28A. 600.400,
"participating institution of higher education” or "institution of
hi gher educati on" neans:

(1) A comunity or technical college as defined in RCW 28B. 50. 030;
and

(2) Central Washington University, Eastern Washi ngton University,
Washi ngton State University, ((and)) The Evergreen State Coll ege, and
North Snohomish State College, if the institution's governing board
decides to participate in the program in RCW 28A 600.310 through
28A. 600. 400.

Sec. 202. RCW 28B.10.016 and 1992 ¢ 231 s 1 are each anmended to
read as foll ows:

For the purposes of this title:

(1) "State universities" neans the University of Wshington and
Washi ngton State University.

(2) "Regional universities" neans Western WAshi ngton University at
Bel I i ngham Central Washington University at Ellensburg, and Eastern
Washi ngton University at Cheney.

(3) "State colleges" nmeans The Evergreen State Col |l ege in Thurston
county and North Snohom sh State College in north Snohom sh county.

(4) "Institutions of hi gher educat i on" or "post secondary
institutions"” neans the state universities, the regional universities,
The Evergreen State College, North Snohomsh State College, the
community coll eges, and the technical coll eges.

(5) "Governing board" neans the board of regents or the board of
trustees of the institutions of higher education.

Sec. 203. RCW 28B. 10.020 and 2004 c 275 s 47 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The boards of regents of the University of Wshington and
Washi ngton State University, respectively, and the boards of trustees
of Central Washington University, Eastern Washington University,
West ern Washi ngton University, ((and)) The Evergreen State Col | ege, and
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North Snohoni sh State College, respectively, shall have the power and
authority to acquire by exchange, gift, pur chase, | ease, or
condemmation in the manner provided by chapter 8.04 RCW for
condemmation of property for public use, such lands, real estate and
other property, and interests therein as they may deem necessary for
the use of said institutions respectively. However, the purchase or
| ease of major off-canpus facilities is subject to the approval of the
hi gher education coordinati ng board under RCW 28B. 76. 230.

Sec. 204. RCW28B. 10.022 and 2003 ¢ 6 s 1 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) The boards of regents of the state universities and the boards
of trustees of the regional universities, The Evergreen State Coll ege,
and North Snohom sh State College, and the state board for community
and technical <colleges, are severally authorized to enter into
financing contracts as provided in chapter 39.94 RCW Except as
provided in subsection (2) of this section, financing contracts shal
be subject to the approval of the state finance commttee.

(2) The board of regents of a state university nmay enter into
financing contracts which are payable solely fromand secured by all or
any conponent of the fees and revenues of the university derived from
its ownership and operation of its facilities not subject to
appropriation by the legislature and not constituting "general state
revenues," as defined in Article VIII, section 1 of the state
Constitution, wthout the prior approval of +the state finance
comm ttee.

(3) Except for financing contracts for facilities or equipnent
descri bed under chapter 28B.140 RCW the board of regents shall notify
the state finance commttee at |east sixty days prior to entering into
such contract and provide information relating to such contract as
requested by the state finance commttee.

Sec. 205. RCW 28B. 10.025 and 1990 ¢ 33 s 557 are each anended to
read as foll ows:

The Washington state arts conm ssion shall, in consultation with
the boards of regents of the University of Washington and WAshi ngton
State University and with the boards of trustees of the regional
universities, The Evergreen State College, North Snohomsh State
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Coll ege, and the community college districts, determ ne the anmount to
be made avail able for the purchases of art under RCW 28B. 10.027, and
paynent therefor shall be made in accordance with |aw. The designation
of projects and sites, the selection, contracting, pur chase,
conmmi ssi oni ng, reviewing of desi gn, execution and placenent,
accept ance, mai ntenance, and sal e, exchange, or disposition of works of
art shall be the responsibility of the Washington state arts comm ssion
in consultation with the board of regents or trustees.

| ess than twenty-five thousand dollars or the contract is awarded by
the small works roster procedure authorized in RCW 39.04.155, the
publication requirenments of RCW 39.04.020 shall be inapplicable.

(4) In the event of any energency when the public interest or
property of The Evergreen State College, North Snohom sh State Coll ege,
regional university, or state university would suffer material injury
or damage by delay, the president of such college or university may
declare the existence of such an energency and reciting the facts
constituting the sane may wai ve the requirenents of this section with
reference to any contract in order to correct the condition causing the
ener gency: PROVI DED, That an "energency," for the purposes of this
section, neans a condition likely to result in immed ate physical
injury to persons or to property of such college or university in the
absence of pronpt renedial action or a condition which imrediately
inpairs the institution's ability to perform its educationa
obl i gati ons.

The boards of regents of the state universities, the boards of
trustees of the regional universities ((and—ef)), The Evergreen State
Coll ege, and North Snohom sh State College, and the state board for
comunity and technical colleges ((edueatioenr)) are authorized and
enpower ed:
